‘Lunsford Is 


Speaker At 


Council Meet 


Mr. Shorty Lunsford of 


Elba was the guest speaker at 
a Coffee County Health Dept. 
Home Health Agency Advisory 
Council meeting on Tuesday, 
July 22, 1975. Mr. Lunsford 
who had received physical 
therapy and public health nur- 
sing services , praised the 
health care in Coffee County. 
He also had words of enco- 
uragement for other patients. 
According to Mr. Lunsford, he 
will, “give out before he gives 
up”. Mr. Lunsford has ac- 
quired quite a bit of recovery 
following a stroke he had 2 
years ago and is determined 
to achieve even greater re- 
habilitation. 

The luncheon meeting was 
held at the Elba Nursing 
Home with Judge James L. 
Sawyer presiding in the 
absence of the Chairman, 
Ross Cotter, Jr., of Enter- 
prise. 


Commissioner McMillan 
Lane of the Alabama Depar- 
tment of Agriculture and In- 
dustries, announced the ap- 
pointment of Dr. Julian Bryan 
Taylor as State Veternarian 
on July 21, 1975. The ap- 
pointing authority consists of 
Governor George C. Wallace, 
Dr. Aaron Groth, President 
of the Alabama Veterinary 
Medical Association and tne 
Commisioner of Agriculture 
and industries. Dr. Taylor 
succeeds Dr. John G. Milligan 
who retired April 30, 1975. 

Dr. Taylor is a native of 
Coffee County and is a grad- 
uate of Elba High School and 
Auburn University. He began 
work with the Department of 
Agriculture and Industries on 
September 16, 1946, as a field 
veterinarian and has served 
On July 1, 1954, he was ap- 
pointed Associate State Vet- 
erinarian and has served in 
that position until the present 
time. 

Dr. ‘Taylor has been a 
member of the. Alabama Vet- 
erinary Medical Association 
for 29 years, served as pres. 
in 1971 and served on the Ex- 
ecutive Board for approxi- 
mately 14 years. Heisamem- 
ber of the Southeast Alabama, 
Central Alabama. and Am- 
erican Veterinary Medical 
Associations ; National As- 
sociation of Meat and Food 
Inspection Directors; Board 
of Directors of National Meat 
and Food Inspection Dire- 
ctors ; currently serving as 
President of Southern Associ- 
ation of State Meat and Food 
Inspection Directors; and U.S. 
Animal Health Association . 

He is Co-chairmanofthe 
Committee for the Nationwide 
Eradication of Hog Cholera and 
directed the Hog Cholera Era- 
dication Program in Alabama 
until its successful con- 
clusion. 

He organized, staffed, and 
trained personnel for the Meat 
and Poultry Inspection Pro- 
gram including preparing and 
recommending regulations by 
which this law was to be imple- 
mented. He has been involved 
in the eradication and directed 
the field forces inthe eradica- 
tion of Vesicular Exanthema, 
Scrapie, Screwworms from the 
South East, Venezulean Equine 
Encephalomyelitis and Asiatic 
New Castle disease. 

He is married to_ the 
former Syble Rowell of Elba. 


New Seating 


The Elba City Council met 
in a special meeting on Mon- 
das evening at the request of 
the Elba City School Board. 
Meeting with the Council was 
Water Board Chairman 
Charles Hayes III, and Board 
member, Oscar Vaughan, Jr. 
Also meeting were School 
Board member Russell Cash, 
Principal Lamar Foley and 
Mr. Leroy Miller. 

The meeting was to form- 
ally ask the council to trans- 
fer some gasoline tax funds 
to the school board to im- 
prove the seating on the visit- 
ors’ side of the football sta- 
dium. At the last school board 
meeting, Cash discussed the 
poor seating and he, Miller, 
Foley and Superintendent 
Elmer Taylor had worked out 
a way to improve the seating. 

After the approval by the 
council, Miller said he would 
have three bids turned in by 
Thursday morning from firms 
interested in constructing the 
seats. Miller was chairman of 
the group that raised the 
money to build the home-side 
bleachers several years ago. 


Police Busy With 
Week Of Drug Raids 


The local Police Depart- 
ment has had a busy week 
making drug arrests 

Beginning last Tuesday, an 
arrest was made under the Pea 
River Bridge. Last Wednes- 
day afternoon another raid re- 
sulted in tenarrests. On Mon- 
day of this week four more 
were arrested and charged 
with illegal drugs. 

In each case the police im- 
pounded several different 
items including what they felt 
at the time was marijuana. 
The substance was imme- 
diately bagged and sent to a 
special lab for analysis. 

Police Chief Johnston re- 
ported that his department 
was going to stay on top ofthe 
drug situation in Elba andthat 
more arrests would becom- 
ing. While he showed noindi- 
cations of slowing up on drug 
users, he said that he was 
really after the sellers andthe 
big folks that furnish the drugs 
to area pushers. 

None ofthe arrested people 
was over twenty years old, and 
all were over sixteen years 
old.

Three new local bills are 
now being advertised pertain- 
ing to Coffee County. Rep- 
resentative Jimmy Holley 
plans to introduce two ofthem 
and Representative Joel 
Folmar is advertising the 
third and possibly the most 
explosive one. The explosive 
factor in Folmar’s bill is the 
fact that it would make some 
changes in the Unit System 
bill. 


The salary set by Holley 
for the Probate Judge is 
$25,000 while the other three 
elected officials will serve en 
a salary set at $18,000. Ifthe

Presently any road related 
employee is hired by the Coun- 
ty Engineer who himself is 
answerable to the Commis- 
sion. Under the new bill, both 
men would be answerable to 
the Commissionand either can 
be relieved by the Commis- 
sioners without any agreement 
from the other employee.

Holley is introducing two 
bills concerning the salaries 
of elected and hired county 
officials. The first of the two 
bills sets the salaries of the 
Probate Judge, Tax Collect- 
or, Tax Assessor and Circuit 
Clerk IF AND WHEN a con- 
Stitutional amendment is ap- 
proved by the voters of Ala- 
bama, which is now on the 
House calender. There is a 
clause that makes the con- 
stitutional amendment null and 
void if the voters of Coffee 
County vote against the salary 
proposal 

This boils down to the 
voters of Coffee County de- 
ciding if they want the salary 
for county officials or not. 

The other bill provides for 
setting salaries for employees 
in these above four offices. 
They are presently being paid 
by the elected official out of 
fees collected by his office. 
Again this bill sets the salary 
ONLY ifthe constitutional am- 
endment putting the officials 
on salary passes the votersof 
Alabama and Coffee County.

This fall may be a good 
time for beef cattle producers 
to hold on to some of their 
lighter - weight calves. 
Chances are that prices will 
be depressed on cattle of this 
type. Many Coffee County 
farmers could plant winter 
grazing in September and Oct. 
and carry these calves on 
to heavier weights. Some may 
want to do a combination of 
grazing and grain feeding to 
get heavier weights and bet- 
ter prices. 

Some of our marketing 
specialists at Auburn have 
indicated that the outlook for 
heavier feeders, those we- 
ighing from 700-800 pounds, 
could be very profitable next 
spring. This type operation 
might not suit all cattle pro- 
ducers, but it could help some. 

Allen Brown, Marketing 
Specialist at Auburn, sent a 
note this week which reminded 
me that many Wiregrass 
farmers may not have enough 
storage space for corn, soy- 
beans. grain sorghum. and 
‘other grain crops. I under- 
stand in the state that soy- 
bean acreage is up 30percent 
and sorghum is up 20 percent. 


We also have a good corn 
crop in the making in Coffee 
County. Storage may bea little 
bit short if we make a real 
good crop. Most folks still 


have time to take care of 
their storage needs. 

Many people like to hold 
crops like soybeans and corn 
over to the next year. If you 
plan to do this, you certainly 
will need adequate storage 
place on the farm. Alot of 
farmers have found that 
storage facilities will pay for 
themselves in 3 to 4 years 


due to increased prices 
received. 
Coffee County had thirty 


one Four-H’ers attending the 
District eliminations in 
Auburn last week. We had 
the largest group from the 17 
county area in southeast Al.

Humans Not To 


Consume Dog 
Food 


Consumers were warned 
today by the Alabama Dept 
of Public Health against using 
pet foods for human consum- 
ption. 

Meat products not used for 
human food have been diverted 
to animal feed for more than 
65 years, including the so- 
called “4-DD animals” --dead, 
dying, diseased and disabled, a 
spokesman for the Health 
Department said. This meat 
is processed, usually by ex- 
posure to extremely high 
temperatures, to make it 
safe for pets to eat and con- 
tains the same protein and 
natural nutrients found in 
foods used for human con- 
sumption, 

But, the Health Department 
points out, the Food and Drug 
Administration under the law 
makes no distinction between 
the requirements for human 
and pet foods except that 
both must be safe and properly 
labeled. Pet food has cer- 
tain animal tissues, intes- 
tinal parts and muscle not 
normally used in human food 
Animals used in producing 
pet food do not have to 
meet the rigid requirements 
demanded for human foods 

To keep this 4-D animal 
meat from entering normal 
human food consumption chan- 
nels, the meat is usually 
colored to make it more 
readily recognizable so pac- 
kers and canners can 
immediately distinguish bet- 
ween food intended for 
pets and food for human 
consumption. 

Animal food is nutritious 
and safe--for pets, the 
Alabama Health Department 
sexys, but they are not 
intended for human con- 
sumption. Nutritional claims 
made by pet food manufac- 
turing are based on minimum 
nutritional recommendations 
for pets by the National 
Academy of Sciences/ National 
Research Council which has 
different, higher standards for 
food intended for humans.

COFFEE 
NEWS & CHAT

Air conditioning your home 
is expensive these days. And 
your ktichep is especially hard 
to cool since using the dish- 
washer, oven, stove and other 
kitchen appliances boosts the 
temperature of the room. 

Here are some suggestions 
for keeping cool in the kitchen 
and cutting home cooling costs 
as well. Plan to do most of 
your cooking and baking in the 
cool morning or evening hours. 
this takes planning and means 
fixing foods that can be cooked 
ahead, held for later use and 
reheated successfully. 

Take advantage of the 
summer opportunity for co- 
oking outdoors. It’s cooler, 
easier on the cook and cuts 
down on the use of the stove- 
top and oven. 

Or, serve main dish salads 
or hearty sandwiches, neither 
of which requires cooking at 
all. And if you have a slow- 
cooker, use it often during 
hot weather, since it generates 
very little heat while cooking. 

Use cool cleanup tech- 
niques, too. Try to cut down 
on the number of dishes you 
use and run the dishwasher 
only when you have a full load. 
Also, try elimination of the 
dry cycle, on the dishwasher. 
Letting the dishes air dry 
avoids adding heat to the kit- 
chen. 

STORING COOKIES 

Don’t throw away your meat 
trays. Save the plastic meat 
trays your supermarket meat 
comes home in. They make 
great containers for storing 
frozen cupcakes, cupcakes, 
biscuits or muffins. Slip the 
container and food into a 
plastic bag and seal it tightly. 


PRESSURE 
CANNING 
You may use your pressure 
saucepan as a mini-canner 
to can a few jars of vegetables. 


SAUCEPAN 


But there are some things you 
should check to make sure 
the saucepan can do the 
job safely and properly. 

Make sure the pressure 
cooker has a gauge that shows 


pounds. Also, see that the pan 
is large enough so pint jars 
can be set on a rack to raise 
them a little from the bottom 
of the pan. And check to see 
if the manufacturer recom- 
mends using the cooker for 
pressure canning. 

If you do use a pressure 
saucepan for home canning, 
add 20 minutes to the time 
recommended for processing 
pint jars in aregular pressure 
cooker. This makes up forthe 
quick climb in temperature 
and faster cooling that occur 
in the small pressure cooker. 


LOW COST BABY FOOD 

You can fix nutritious and 
low cost baby foods at home 
using a blender or food mill. 
To make your own baby food, 
first prepare fruits and 
vegetables by scrubbing, 
paring or peeling and remoyine 


pits or seeds. Remove all 
bones, skin, gristle, and fat 
from meat. 

Cook foods when necessary 
by boiling in a small amount 
of water until tender. 

Put the food in your blender 
with a little of the liquid and 
blend until smooth. The amount 
depends on the texture of food 
you want and your baby’s age. 
Test food for smoothness by 
rubbing a small amount 
between your fingers. If you 
feel any large particles, blend 


again. 
Freeze the food in 
individual size portions or 


Store in the refrigerator for 
tow or three days.

Govt. Offering 
Aid To 
Students 


Students looking for ways 
to finance their education af- 
ter high school (and how many 
aren't these days?) may be 
able to receive up to $1,400 a 
year in Federal grants intime 
for the next school year. 


Under the basic 
Educational Opportunity 
Grants (Basic Grants) pro- 
gram sponsored by HEW’s 


Office of Education, eligible 
Students may be awarded any- 
where from $200 to $1,400 
a year to help meet their 
educational expenses. The 
U.S. Government does not 
require repayment of such 
awards. 

Students who have begun 
their post high school 
education after April 1, 1973, 
and attend at least half time 
can qualify. They may attend 
any one of the over 5,000 
eligible schools. These in- 
clude not only traditional col- 
leges and universities, but 
also vocational, technical or 
business schools, and hospital 
schools of nursing. 

To apply for a Basic Grant 
a student must first complete 
and submit an “Application for 
Determination of Basic Grant 
Eligibility” for the 1975-76 
academic year. These forms 
are available from high 
schools, colleges, libraries, 
or by writing Basic Grants, 
P.O. Box 84, Washington, D.C. 
20044. 

Within 4 to 6 weeks the 
applicant will receive a 
“Student Eligibility Report” 
which tells whether the sfuaent 
has qualified. When the report 
is received, it must be sub- 
mitted to the financial aid 
officer at the school in which 
the student is interested in 
enrolling. The financial aid 
officer will then calculate the 
amount of the Basic Grant 
award. 

A Basic Grant may not 
cover more than one-half of 
the total cost of education. 
This includes tuition, fees, 
room and board, books, sup- 
plies, and miscellaneous ex- 
penses. 

In addition to qualifying for 
a Basic Grant, a student 
may also be eligibleto receive 
any one of four other financial 
aid programs sponsored by 
the Office of Education. The 
financial aid officer is the 
best source in checking out 
these other forms of aid.

SOCIAL SECURITY OFFERS ALABAMIANS 


DIRECT DEPOSIT OPTION FOR CHECKS 


Starting in September, 
Alabamians who receive 
Social Security or Sup- 


plemental Security Income 
checks will be able to have 
their checks mailed directly 
to their banks or savings and 
loan associations for deposit 
to their accounts. 

This direct deposit 
program will be entirely 
voluntary but it offers many 
advantages to those who 
participate in it. Many 
recepients enjoy the con- 
venience of having their mon- 
thly checks deposited directly 
into a checking or savings 
account to save them the time 
now spent going to the bank 
and standing in line to cash or 
deposit their checks. The new 
system will also guard against 
loss or theft of checks from 
the mailbox---an increasing 
problem throughout the 
country in cities and rural 
areas alike, and especially 
bad when people may be away 
from their homes whenchecks 
are delivered. 

This direct deposit option 
is being offered to people in 
11 other states at this time, 
and the program is already in 
effect in 23 Western states 
which served as pilot and test 
of the public’s response to 
the program.

But people who want their 
checks mailed to a_ bank, 
Savings bank, savings and loan 


association or similar inst- 
itution, or to a Federal 
or State-chartered credit 


union of their choice, can 
easily arrange for it with a 
direct deposit authorization 
form. 

Direct deposit information 
is being mailed with regular 
social security payments in 
September to Alabamians who 
get monthly benefits under its 
program and the direct deposit 
authorization form will be 
available at banks or savings 
and loan institutions. 

Those whose checks are 
already being mailed to 
financial institutions should 
also make direct deposit ar- 
rangements with the special 
form. 

Social Security plays an 
especially important role in 
the State of Alabama, paying 
$76 million each month to 
some 550,000 Alabamians. 
Nationwide the Social Security 
Administration issues 32 
million checks each month with 
payments of almost $6 billion 
each month.

Committee voted 23 to 19 not 
to report a Federal Land Use 
Bill to the full House for a 
vote. Had the bill come to 
the floor, it is highly possible 
with the more liberal make-up 
of the Congress that this bill 
would have passed possible 
easily. Last Congress the 
measure was stopped in the 
House by only seven votes. 

However, the battle now 
shifts to the Senate. It is es- 
pected that a Land Use Bill 


will be considered by the 
Senate after the August 
recess.

TASS: What is the 
Significance of this event? 


Sparkman: the historic link -

Elbe River in the spirit of 
peace and friendship has many 
parallels to the meeting of the 
American and Russian armies 
at the Elbe thirty years ago. 
Not only does the joint 

US-Soviet space mission rep- 

resent an outstanding example 
of technological advancement, 
it is an equally dramatic in- 
dication that cvoperation is 
possible in space, just as it 
is possible in finding the solu- 
tions to our differences on 
land and in the seas. 


TASS: Will this event in 
your view help to develop de- 
tente? 

Sparkman: I am a firm sup- 
porter in the over-riding prin- 
ciples of detente. The use of 
technology for good And pos- 
itive purposes, as represented 
by the space extravaganza of 
the Apollo-Soyuz mission, is 
an important aspect of detente 
because we know that techn- 
ology also can be the cutting 
edge for destruction. I hope 
the cooperation we see today 
will be a forerunner for the 
future. If we can’t all live to- 
gether there is too much of a 
chance that we will all die 
together Thus I am en- 
couraged and congratulate all 
the men and women who have 
made this mission possible.

JAMES W. LAMBERT 
SHOT DEAD SATURDAY 


James Wayne Lambert 
age 47, of Route two, Troy, 
was. killed Saturday night in 
an exchange of gunfire with 
two other men. The shooting 
occured at “Grace's”, a 
night-spot just north of the 
Coffee-Pike County Line . 

Arrested and charged with 
first degree murder were L. 
Q. Crawford, Jr., of Route 
2, Troy, and Jessee Franklin 
Gatlin, of Jack. Both men 
were released on $3,000 bond, 
according to Pike County Sh- 
eriff Harold Anderson 

Anderson stated that the 
men would be bound over to 
a Grand Jury but an indictment 
is not expected. 

Crawford was identifiedas 
a son-in-law to the dead man 
and Gatlin is reportedly an - 
employee of Grace’s, where 
the shooting took place 

According to witnesses at 
the scene, Lambert entered the 
building ai approximately %:40 
and quarreled with his ex- 
wife, Mrs. Marilyn Lambert, 
of Route one, Jack, and thr- 
eatened her with a knife. When 
Crawford intervened in the 
quarrell, Lambert allegedly 
attacked him with the knife and 
Crawford struck him with a 
chair, apparently breaking his 
nose 

After being hit with the 
chair, Lambert retreated and 
reportedly told Crawford he 
was going home to get a gun 

Between 19:00 and 10:15, 
Lambert returned to the store 
and fired a 12 gauge shotgun 
blast through a screen door, 
Crawford and Gatlin returned 
the fire, Crawford with a .38 
revolver and Gatlin with a .32 
automatic 

Gatlin and Crawford ap - 
parently each fired one shot 
with one bullet striking 
Lambert in the chest and the 
other grazing his heat Pike 
County Coroner, Alan Booth, 
Said the state toxocologist’s 
lab performed an autopsy Mon 
but has not determined from 
which gun the fatal bullet was 
fired 

Investigating the shooting 
along with Sheriff Anderson 
and Coronor Booth were Chief 
Deputy Carl Phillips and dep- 
uties Leon Williams and Ed 
Wheeler
